Chel- 
sea, in the furiah of St. Luke, in 
the county of Middtesei ; for a 
discovery, and finding out of cer- 
tain Vc'teiahleH, and a way of pre- 
pariit't the same, so as ihey may 
be usefully employed in the iiiaiiu- 
facturittg 'f Hals, Bonnets, Chair- 
bottoms, and Baskets, and for other 
articles and purposes. Dated Oc- 
tober IS, 1810. 

TO ail to whonti these presents 
shall come, &c. now know ye, 
that the said John Eraser doth, by 
this instrument in vvriiing, under 
bis hand and seal duly executed, 
describe and ascertain the nature 
of his said invention, and the me- 
thod by which tlie same may be 
performed; that is to say: The 
said John Eraser collects or gathers 
the leaves (otherwise called hniHliei) 



of all, or any of the different spe- 
cies of the palm tribe of plants, 
growing spontaneously on the con- 
tinent, and islands of North and 
South America, and in other parts 
beyond the seas, but more particu- 
larly in tropical climates, and may 
be there cultivated, and are des- 
cribed in the writings of the ce- 
lebrated Linnaeus, and other authors, 
before the said leaves are of nia- 
turtd growth. And be suspends 
the same in the air in the shade, 
in ordtr that they may become 
well bleached and dry; or other- 
wise be causes the same to be so col- 
lected, bleached, and drieil, and in 
this state he transports them to the 
place of manufacture. And farther, 
prepares the same for use by (jut- 
ting off more or less the outer ex- 
tremities, where the leaves taper 
and are thinnest, and from the in- 
ner extremities, -whpre the material
